THE BILL IS NOW BEFORE 
PARLIAMENT. 


It is Strongly Opposed by the 
Opposition Who Contend 
That it is Unconstitutional— 
The Teslin Lake Railway 
Again—Friendly Society In- 
surance. 


FiOrrawa, May 27, 1899.—In the interval 
Since the last adjournment of the Inter- 
national High Joint Commission, the 
efforts that have been made in some 

uarters from the day of its inception to 

iscredit the commission and embarrass 
its deliberations, have been continued 
with steady persistency. When the ad- 
journment was announced about three 
months ago with tne intimation that the 
deliberations would be resumed in the 
early fall, the Opposition press without 
exception boldly declared that that was 
the end of it all, for the plenipotentiaries 
would never meet again; and when, 
three or four weeks ago, a fake despatch 
from Washington gave what purported 
to be the views of one of the United 
States Commissioners that there was no 
probability of the Commission resuming 
its deliberations, the statement was eager- 
ly copied into every Conservative paper 
in Canada with the well satisfied com- 
ment, “I told you so.” However, it ap- 
pears to be another case of the wish be- 
ing father to the thought, and now the 
authoritative announcement appears that 
the Commission will not only meet again, 
but that there is the most encouraging 
prospect of a successful conclusion being 
reached on all important points. Of 
course Opposition leaders are delight at 
the prospect of success crowning the 
efforts of the Government in this direc- 
tion, at least they profess to be, and of 
course the Liberals are well pleased, so 
everybody is satisfied. 

THE REDISTRIBUTION BILL. 


The Redistribution Bill is before the 
country, and those members of the Op- 
position who have so violently assailed it 
in advance, must be congratulating them- 
selves on their sagacity before the de- 
tails were made known, for they will find 
it much wore difficult now to offer effec- 
tive criticism. The Province of Ontario 
is principally interested, and there the 
only object. so 
nounced at the Ying of the session, 
is to remove the glaring imperfections of 
the redistribution acts of 1882 and 1892, 
restoring municipal boundaries for Fed- 
eral election purposes wherever such has 
been made necessary. There is no

though four constituencies have been 
obliterated and four new ones created. 
Of course any change made in the pres- 
ent law would benetit the Liberal party, 
for the simple reason that the province 
had been so scientifically gerrymandered 
to their disadvantage that it could not 
well be made worse. 


THOROUGHLY CNNSTITUTIONAL. 


The evident intention of the Opposi- 
tion is to lay all possible stress upon the 
contention that the constitution contem- 

lates a r-distribution only after each 

ecenial census: but there.is no attempt 
in the present bill to make a general re- 
distribution throughout the country, and 
consequently the principle is not effected 
one way or the other. It is never too 
soon to right a wrong or to remove an in- 
justice, and as this is the only purpose of 
the bill, there is no necessity for the 
Government to explain its position 
further, or to offer any apelogy for the 
policy it is pursuing. The preliminary 
skirmish over the introduction of the 
bill gives an inkling of the policy the Op- 
position will adopt in the matter. With 
the desperation of despair they are evi- 
dently prepared to use any and every 
kind of weapon to their hand—abuse, 
misrepresentation, appeals to sectional, 
provincial and racial prejudices will all 
be pressed into service,—but the Govern- 
ment need feel no ig senna for the 
more the measure is discussed the more 
thoroughly will the country appreciate 
the fact that it is called for, and that 
they would be lacking in their duty to 
the country, atd particularly to the 
gerrymandered constituencies if they 
allowed another election to be held under 
the old conditions. 


THE TESLIN LAKE RAILWAY. 


In view of the fact that the honorable 
and venerable Senate still appears to be 
laboring under the delusion that it did 
great things for itself and the Country 
when it threw out the Canadian Yukon 
Railway bill last session, it is of interest 
to note what Mr. Louis Coste, late chief 
engineer of the Public Works Depart- 
ment says of the route over which that 
line proposed torun. Prefacing with the 
statement that the Stikine river may be 
navigated from the middle of May to 
November, Mr. Coste proceecs :—‘* From 
all I have heard and seen on the const, I 
believe that, being given that the portion 
from Glenora to Teslin Lake is improved 
by the construction of a railway or 
wagon route, the Stikine route will be 
the cheapest and best inlet into the 
Yukon territory for all provisions and 
mining supplies required in that country 
during the coming season, particularly as 
it is known by Mr. Hamlin’s report that 
the Hootalinqua River offers no obstacle 
to navigation, and that the Lewes and 
Yukon rivers are navigable. A great 
number of people are ‘anxious to avail 
themselves of the Stikine route, and 
therefore most strongly insist upon the 
necessity of improving at once that part 
of the route which lies between Glenora 
and Teslin Lake. Had it been possible 
to construct the proposed railway be- 
tween these two points in time for the 
opening of navigation, I have no doubt 
that a large majority of the gold-seekers 
or traders intending to go intothe Yukon 
would have adopted that route.” 


TRADE LOST TO CANADA. 


He further adds, ‘ When the railway 
over this route is built it would certainly 
assure to Canadians the vast trade of the 
Yukon and the larger share of the im- 
mense riches contained in that Territory 
and in the numerous mineral districts 
of northern British America. Concern- 
ing the construction of a telegraph line 
from Quesnelle, the present terminus of 
the Government telegraph line to British 
Columbia, to Dawson City, by way of 
Telegraph Creek, Teslin and Fort Sel- 
kirk,I am able toreport that the construc- 
tion of this line would be an easy matter. 
The country is an open one, in which, 
however, timber suitable for telegraph 
poles is plentiful. The average cost per 
mile should not exceed 8275. 

It may be observed that thisis an ab 
solutely unprejudiced report, for not 
only was it prepared before Mr. Coste 
had any knowledge of the Mackenzie- 
Mann project, but he has since resigned 
his position to engage in private business, 
and therefore had no personal object in 
view in thus endorsing so strongly the 
policy of the Government. 

HER MAJESTY TOOK THE HINT. 


There has been mild surprise expressed 
ip some quarters that Canada has re- 
ceived no share of the birthday honors 
this year, particularly in view of the fact 
that this anniversary was a more than 
memorable one. But the explanation is 
perhaps not far to seek. A few days ago 
a letter appeared in the Mail-Empire 
signed by “ A Civil Servant,” inveighing 
ip impassioned and soul-stirring periods, 
against the bare idea of the bestowal of 
knighthood upon'the Postmaster General 
and declaring that if such “a monstrous 
outrage” (as Sir Charles Tupper would 
observe), were perpetrated he—‘a civil 
servant ’—would never again sing “God 
Save the Queer.” Whocan imagine for 
a moment that her most gracious Majesty 
or her advisers would venture to invite 
such a reprisal as this? This must be 
why there are no birthday honors for 
Canada. 

NOTES.

lation thereon, has led the Government 
to decide that the whole subject could be 
safely left over another year so that the 
chief governing bodies of the various 
societies may have the desired oppor- 
tunity to meet and confer thereon.

An Early Morning Sarprisc. 


Wednesday morning there was great 
excitement at the C.P.R. depot and hotel. 
Waking early, Mr. Smith discovered a 
strong smell of acetylene gas in the 
house, and on examination found that it 
came in through one of the windows from 
the exhaust pipe of the plant. On going 
to the gas plant room, which is situated 
in a small wing of the basement, it was 
found to be half full of water, which was 
a sufficient reason for the super-abund- 
ance of acetylene gas. Where the water 
came from was easily ascertained. Moose 
Jaw is so situated that all the surface 
water runs towards the depot, and in 
order to drain this into Thunder Creek, 
the C.P.R. purposed putting in a six inch 
sewer. but were afterwards prevailed 
upon to increase its capacity to nine 
inches, the town Council to pay the extra 
cost. viz., $100.00, besides the 8100.00 
previously voted. But even the nine- 
inch sewer was not of sufficient capacity 
to carry off the water that accumulated 
at the catch basin from the unusually 
heavy rain which fell on Tuesday night 
and Wednesday morning. The water 
was nearly two feet deep on top of the 
basin and had flowed back through the 
culverts across the garden and down 
round the foundation of the C.P.R. hotel. 
It found its way through the walls of the 
gas room at several places, and in a short 
time there was eight inches of water all 
over the floor of the basement. The 
drainage of the hotel was utilized and by 
noon nearly all the water had been drain- 
ed off. It is not likely that the building 
will suffer any. It wasthe opinion of 
some when the sewer was being laid that 
it was not half large enough, and this 
experience goes to prove that they were 
right. The sewer appeared to be working 
all right and it is to be regretted that a 
pipe of sufficient capacity forany emergen 
cy was not put in when we were about it.

He would have nothing 
to do with the priests, asserting that he 
had no reason to prepare for the next 


world. He went to bed after nightfall 
and slept until daylight yesterday 
morning. He remained calm until 


just before Radcliffe entered his cell to 
strap his arms, when one of the clergy- 
men then asked him to reconsider his 
determination not to accept the conso- 
lation of the church. He again became 
excited and aemanded the priest to 
leave him alone as he was not going to 
die and did not want to be bothered. 
He spoke in an angry tone. When he 
was told to remove his coat he asked 
the reason why he should, and on be- 
ing toid, said he was innocent, but 
wonld go quietly. He made no resist- 
ance whatever when being pinioned. 
Guszezak also remained calm during 
the ordeal and spoke to no one. Before 
the executioner arrived he bid farewell 
to his death watch Bell. 

It was not until Czuby stood on the | 
gallows and saw the instrument of | 
death that the terrible reality dawned 
upon him. He then began in his usual 
excitable manner to assert bis inno- | 
cence. He cried out that he was not 
guilty, that Guszezak alone had com- 
mitted the murders, and that if they | 
hung him they would take an innocent 
life. He continued in this strain and 
striking his breast rapidly until the | 
black cap was drawn over his face, | 
when he became calm and stood quiet- 
ly. Guszezak never flinched, remain- 
ing quite calm. He was deathly pale 
and his pallor was accentuated by the 
blackness of his hair and eyes. He 
looked resolutely before him. The 
condemned men stood side by side di- 
rectly over the trap, facing the west. 
Rev. Fathers Woodcutter and Kalavie 
stood before each praying in the Galic- 
tan tongue. Guszezak said ‘‘Jesus, 
Jesus, have mercy on my soul.’’ He 
bade good-bye to the priests and asked | 
them to thank Chief Turnkey Downie 
for his kindness. and to wish hima 
long and happy life. He also called 
out in good English, ‘‘Good-bye, Mr. 
Downie.’’ Czuby, on the other hand, 
exhibited wonderful nerve apparently 
clinging to his determination not to 
die. He glared about him, his wild 
blue eyes searching the faces of those 
on the scaffold and in the jail window 
overlooking the scene, in the vain hope 
that he might read a sign that meant 
respite. His last words were: ‘‘I 
pray to God Almighty, but I am inno- 
cent.’’ The time having arrived for 
paving the penalty of the cruel murder 
of their countrymen and townsmen in 
the far away fatherland, Hangman 
Radcliffe, from behind quickly drew 
the black cap over Czuby's head, 
placed the roose around bis neck and 
tightened the knot. The cap and noose 

| 


were then hastily placed on Guszezak 
and the executioner - stepped around to 
the front and precisely at 8 o'clock 
drew the lever and guick as a flash the 
men vanished into the space beneath 
and the two souls passed into eternity. 
Death was instantaneous, though pulsa- 
tion continued in Czuby for 17 minute 
and in Guszezak 15 minutes. The 
bodies were cut down at 25 minutes 
past eight. A coroner’s jury having 
been impannelled in the meantime. 
which rendered the customary verdict 
to the effect that Simeon Czuby and 
Wasvl Guszezak had come to their 
death by hanging in accordance with 
the sentence of the court. 

Friday evening both men made their 
wills. Guszezak left his farm to bis 
infant son, and his few personal effects 
to his wife. He said he bad $360 in a 
stone jaz. which was concealed in_ his 
father-in-law'’s house. Ths is not 
thought to be true, but a search will be 
made neverttheless. Guszezak also 
wrote a letter to his son and gave it 
into the custody of his wife with in- 
structions to keep it until the child 
was old enongh to read it. It is un- 
cerstood that in this letter he related 
his disgraceful end. He asked his 
wife’s forgiveness for causing her so 
much suffering by his sinful actions. 
He was asked to speak of his crime 
again, but he absolutely refused to re- 
jer to it, saying that he had already 
spoken too much.

Bijou Hills District Visited—Seven 
Kilbed—Wind’s Terrib'e Execution, 
St. Paul, May 29.—A cyclone passed 
across the country in the vicinity of 
Bijou Hills, twenty-five miles south of 
‘Chamberlain, S. D., yesterday after- 
nocn, resu'ting in the death of seven 
persons and seriou; injury of twu oth- 
ers. The kijled are: Charles Peterson 
and six children, ranging from three to 
fifteen years of age. The wife and re- 
maining child were so badly injured 
that they may also die.

Wheat prices everywhere have scored 
a material advance. No 1 hard at Fort 
William 1s selling today at 761Jc 
which is nearly three cents above the 
price prevailing 2 week ago. The 
strike at Buffalo has been terminated 
and the shipping business has assumed 
the proportions usual at this time of 
the year. 

The American markets have shown 
considerable activity and great 
strength. The winter wheat crop con- 
tinues to go backward owing to the 
destructive work of the chinch bug and 
Hessian fly in Chio, Indiana, Ilhnois, 
Michigan, Missouri and Kansas. It is 
now pretty generally conceded tbat the 
winter wheat yield will be at least 
125.000,000 bushels under that ot last 
year, with a considerable reduction 
possible before harvest if tne damage 
by insects continues to develop. The 
spring wheat crop has maintained a 
high condition up to this date and, 
with zood weather, promises a good 
yield. The late spring and excessive 
moisture have reduced the . acreage 
somewhat, however, and it will be 
hardly possible for the outcome to 
equal that of last year, even under the 
most favorable conditions. All in all, 
the market situation looks healthy and 
while there may be reaction from the 
advauces, they should be taken advan- 
tage of for profitable investments. If 
the winter wheat crop situation is apy- 
thing like as bad as represented, wheat 
will sell considerably higher than 1t is

IMPROVE RED RIVER. 


Land Grant to the Bishop of Rupert’s 
Land—New Tobacco Regu- 
lations—Other News. 


Ottawa, May 28.—The details of es- 
timates are always kept a profoand 
cabinet secret until they are presented 
to the house, and none of the ministers 
willl say what it bas been decided to 
do in the matter of the improvement of 
St. Andr2w’s Rapids. As announced 
in Winnipeg Thursday night a decision 
to do something this session has been 
reached. The appropriation will not, 
of course, be for the total cost of the 
work, but only as much as it is thought 
can be used for the fiscal year, begin- 
ning July Ist next. Whether this sum 
will be $50.000 or more is merely a 
matter of guess work. 

Donald Perier slashed and butchered 
his sweetheart at New Westminster. B.

Land, for the mission purposes of the 
Church Missionary society in the set- 
tlement of Fort Alexander, has been 
awarded 251 acres. ; 

The appointment of Dr. McIntyre as 
lieutenant governor of Prince Edward 
Island is gazetted. 

An order in council has been passed 
providing that section two of the regu- 
lations respecting the manufacture of 
tobacco, cigars and cigarettes from for- 
eign and domestic leaf tobacco and in 
combination, established by order in 
council of July 21st, 1897, was amend- 
ed by reducing the percentage of both 
foreign and domestic leaf tobacco that 
shall be vsed in such description of 
manufactured tobacco, cigars or cigar- 
ettes produced, from twenty-five to ten 
per cent. 


Jamaica’s Tariff Troubles. 

Kingston, Jamaica, May 28.—Thoa 
governor of Jamaica, Sic Augustus 
W. L. Hemming, has received instruc- 
tions from the secretary of state for 
the colonies, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, 
to send two delegates from the legis- 
lature to Washington, there to meet a 


| delegate from London, for the purpose 


of conferring with the state department 
on the whole subject of Jamaica’s tariff 
and reciprocity with the United States. 
This announcement has considerably 
allayed public anxiety on the subject 
of the recent tariff trouble. 

London, May 27.—The_ correspond- 
ent of the Daily Mail at Kingston, 
Jamaica, says: ‘‘Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, the imperial secretary of state 
for the colonies, has instructed the 
colony of Jamaica to send two Jamai- 
cans to Washington to accompany Sir 
Cavendish Boyle, colonical secretary 
of British Guinea, to endeavor to 
arrange a treaty on the lines which 
Mr. Chamberlain refused last year, on 
account of the American here bargain- 
ing. It is supposed that the object is 
to convince the Jamaicans that Mr. 
Chamberlain then had no alternative 
but to refuse the terms cf the United 
States. ”’ 


A Glasgow Failure. 


Glasgow, Scot., May 28.— A great 
sensation was caused by the failure of 
Nelison Bros., an important firm en- 
gaged in the iron and steeltrade. They 
have long beared Glasgow pig iron and 
were heavily oversold when a corner in 
warrants was epgineered. _It is calcu- 
lated that the concern lost $1,2250,000 
during the past year. The total lia- 
bilities sre unknown. Neilson Bros. 
were the largest dealers and exporters 
of ship plates in Scotland. 


China Preparing for War. 

London, May 28.—The Shanghai 
correspondent of the Daily Mail says: 
Orders have been issued from Pekin di- 
recting the viceroys and guvernors of 
the neihgboring provinces to put all 
their forces on a war footing owing to 
the arrival of six Italian warships in 
San Mun harbor. It is thought also 
that the Chinese propose to drive the 
Germans from Shan Tong peninsula.

Frank Glass and her four-year old son 
lost their lives yesterday in a well.

Now Helieved the British-American Pro- | 


posals Will Be Adopted. 

The Hague, May 28. Madame Se- 
lenka, the famous peace advocate, and 
promoter of the Woman’s Peace cru 
sade, has presented to M. De Staal, 
president of the conference, and the | 
head of the Russiau delegation, an il- | 
lustrated album containing the text of | 
resolutions in favor of peace adopted by | 
meetings representing several miilion | 
wuemen.

The first printing press was brought | 
into England by a merchant named Cax- 
ton, who forsook his trade to enjoy the | 
favor of the Duchess of Burgundy, sister | 
of Edward IV. of England, and in 1476 | 
imported from Germany a printing outit, 
which he established in a building ad- 


for the purpose of publishing his transla- 
tion of the history of ‘Troy (‘‘ Receuil des 

Hi+toires de Troyes’). It was the first | 
ivniish book ever printed, and in 1885 a 
copy was sold by the Earl of Jersey to | 
Bernard Quaritch in London for $9,100. | 

**'The Game and Playe of the Chease”’ 
copies bave been sold as bigh as $1,300. 
The firss tinglish book ever written and 
printelin England (1489) was “Dieter | 
and Sayings of the Philosophers,’’ of | 
which only four copies are known. One | 
of them was sold last rear by the Earl of | 
Ashburnham for $7,660. 

‘the first book printed in America was 
“Doctrina Christiana,”’ by Juan Crom: 
berger, in the City of Mexico, in 1539. | 
so far as known there is not » copy in | 
existence The second was ‘ Doctrina | 
Breve,’ by Juan Zumarraga, the first 
Bishop ot Mexico It was printed by | 
Cromberger in 1543 and copies have beer | 
sold ay high as $2,200. \ 

The first book printed in the United | 
States was an almanac at Cambridge ir 
1639, by Stephen Daye, who established 
the first printing p.ess in that country. 
The second publicztion was a slip con- 
taining « poem entitied, ‘'The Freeman’s 
Oath’ The next book was a metrical 
version of the psalms called the ‘ Bay | 
Pssim Boos,’ in 1640. Copies are very | 
rare. It is one of the most valuable books 
in the world. 

The highest price ever paid for a mod- | 
ern book was €2,860 for an unexpurgated 
edition of Burss in the Scottish dialect. 
The highe+t price ever paid for a copy of | 
Shakespeare was $4,200. by Brayton Ives 
of New York. The Baroness Burdett | 
Coutts of London paid $3,580 for a copy 
of the first edition some years ago. This | 
high price was largely due to the binding | 
and the great beauty of the book, and to 
a wealthy Woman's extravagance, but it 
had the eifect of raising the price of first 
editions of Shakespeare, which up to that 
time had not been sold for more than 
$1,500. 

The first edition of Virgil, dated 1469, 
sold for 34.050 as long xngo as 1773. In 
1889 the same copy brought $10,000. 

The highest price ever paid for any | 
book except the Bible was $11,360, by | 
the Marquis of Blanford for a copy of the 
first edition of Boccaccio's *‘ Decaineron.”’ 
Other examples of the same edition have 
sold as low as $4,540. 

Another very expensive book was “The | 
Noble Histories of King Arthur.”’ Only | 
one copy is known to be in existence— | 
which was sold by the Earl of Jersey to | 
“a New York gentleman" for $9,750. 

The first edition of ‘*The Canterbury 
Tales,’’? printed by Caxton, of which only 
two copies are known, has sold for $3,- 
009, $5,100 and $9,400. 

The first edition of ‘‘ Robinson Crusoe"’ 
(1719) sells for $225. The first editions of | 
Izaak Walton's ‘‘Compleat Angler’’ (1653) 
have sold for $2,075. The first edition of | 
the ‘Vicar of Wakefield,’’ printed in | 
1776, sold for $300; the firet edition of | 
‘*Paradise Lost’’ for $450; the first edi- 
tion of Milton's complete works, contain- 
ing a presentation inscription on a fly 
leaf in his handwriting, $1,150. 

The highess price paid for a book last 
year was $10,500, by Pickering & Chatto 
of London, for Raoul le Fevre’s *‘A Boke 
of the Hool Lyf of Jason,’’ printed by 
Caxton in 1490 in black letter. It is one 
of the earliest books in the English lang- 
uage, and formerly belonged to Bishop 
Heber. Some biographical details on the | 
dy leaves iu his handwriting greatly in- | 
‘rease its value. A copy of Capt. John 
smith’s ‘‘Prue Kelation,”’ printed in 
iss, suid for $1,425. 

The highest price paid foran American | 
book last year was $1,000 for a copy of

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4 SUGGESTION 


“ All work and no play makes Jack a 
dull boy.” This old English proverb is 
full of truth and force. In all times and 
among all races it has ever been recog- 
nized that mental vitality is best secured 
by physical vitality. “A sound mind in 
a sound body,” was a proverb among the 
Romans, and the English adage but ex- 
preases the same thought in a more 
homely way. In other words, it is nec- 

@ematy for those who are steadily en- 

gaged in the business of making a liveli- 
“hood, to at times relax from their em- 
ployments and devote a little time to 
gplessure, and for those whose employ- 
ment is of a mental or sedentary nature 
it is most necessary that their relaxation 
should be in the open air and of such a 
nature as to develop their physical 
strength. 

This fact is being recognized more and 
more every day. Every labor organiza- 
tion has it as one of their first principles 
that se many hours shall constitute a 
day’s labor ; a good many organizations 
go 80 far as tosay their members shall 
have at leastone half holiday—usually 
Saturday afternoon every week. No one 
will deny that this principleisa righteous 
and humane one. But there area great 
number of people who do not enjoy the 
benefits of organization and are by custom 
bound down to their work day in and 
day out, Sunday’s excepted. 

Take for instance our business men 
and the clerks who serve under them. 

There wasa time in the history of 
Moose Jaw when it was considered the 
proper thing to keep the stores open from 
seven or eight o'clock in the morning 
until nine and ten every night except 
Saturday, when they usually remained 
open until twelve, after which the de- 
livery man had to make his final rounds 
and the clerks straighten things out for 
Monday morning. 

But thanks to the efforts of those in- 
terested such days are past. For the 
last two years, by mutual agreement, 
the stores have been closed at six o'clock 
every night and at nine o'clock Saturday. 
Or in other words it was decided that 
ten hours should constitute a day's work. 
But instead of having a holiday on Satur- 

day afternoon, as the Jabor organizations 
have decreed, the clerks and business 
men have to work until nine an ten 
o'clock on Saturday night. 

Now, we havea suggestion to make, 
and we are confident that it will meet 
with the approval of the majority of the 
business men and every clerk. We 
would suggest that during the summer: 
months—say, June, July and August— 
when the weather is most trying on those 
who have to work inside, that every store 
in Moose Jaw lock up shop and take a 
half holiday on Wednesday afternoon. 

This would not interfere in the least 
with the receipts at the end of the week, 
or inconvenience the customers of the 
stores in any way. The customer can 
manage to get along without buying on 
Sunday. Since the stores closed at six 
o'clock, they can also manage to make 
their purchases before that time. When 
they kept open to eleven and twelve 
o'clock there was no more goodssold than 
there sre now, comparatively speaking. 
But even if it did inconvenience the cus- 
tomer, there are few persons who would 
be eo selfish as to deny the clerks and 
business men a half holiday on that = ac- 
count. 

If eome one will take the matter in 
hand we believe they will weet with 
hearty support in securing for the mer- 
chante and clerks of Moose Jaw an after- 
noon for recreation and amusement, to 
break the monotonous round of their 
daily labors. 


THE ELEVATOR BILL KILLED 
The bill introduced by Dr. Douglas, 
M.-P. for Movgomin, in the House of Com- 
mons, which had for its object the regu- 
lating of the grain trade in Manitoba | 


and the Territories, has been defeated. 
The determined opposition of the ele- 
vator men and their friends had its 
effect. The special committee to whom 
Mr. Douglas’ trade bill was referred de- 
cided, by a vote of four to six, against 
the first clause of the bill, and therefore 
dealt tha whole bill adeath blow. Messrs. 
Oliver, Rutherford, Richardson and Doug- 
las fought valiantly for the rights of the 
west, but the majority of the special 
parliamentary committtee yielded to the 
arguments of Monopoly and thus killed 
the bill. Last year Mr. Douglas’ bill was 
side-trackea by methods known only to 
the few. This year his bill made further 
progress and had for a time fair prospects 
of passing into law, and although it has 
again been defeated it will arise again at 
a more convenient season. Freedom for 
a free people must prevail. All that the 
producer wants is liberty to ship his 
grain through an elevator, flat ware- 
house, or from his wagon, as may seem 
best, and not be forced to put his grain 
through an elevator belonging to parties 
with whom he does not wish to do busi- 
ness, 


TRACKMEN STRIKE. 


On May 22nd the trackmen all over the 
Grand Trunk Reilway system went out 
on strike. The strikers number about 
eighteen hundred men, who ask for $1.25 
per day for section men, with $1.50 for 
outside foremen and $1.75 for city fore- 
men. 

A strike is by no means the best way 
to rettle disputes of this nature, but the 
men who are involved in this case seem 
to have little to lose. They bave been 
ground down to a rate of wages hovering 
between the extremes of $1.15 and 80 
cents per day, and any Canadian who 
has to raise a family on this sum is so 
badly off that a strike is not likely to 
change his position for the worse. 

On every railway system the trackmen 
are the poorest paid employees, while 
their work is just as necessary and im- 
portant as that of any other branch. 
The ordinary laborers on the C.P.R. are 
not in receipt of princely incomes, but 
they are infinitely better off than the 
laborers on the Grand Trunk System, 
and no blame attaches to the trackmen 
who donot think that 90 cents per day 
and slightly upwards is an able-bodied 
Canadian’s fair share of the prosperity 
which is said to be pervading the whole 
country. 


THE SAME HERE. 

The Calgary Herald says : The big de- 
partmental stores of Toronto and Mont- 
real are now unloading carloads of their 
spring catalogues in the West. Of course 
every merchant has a perfect right to 
send catalogues wheresoever he pleases, 
but the prospective purchaser should 
pause before sending his money away 
from the district where he makes his own 
living. 

It is only fair to the local merchant to 
compare his prices with those in the 
catalogue with mail or express charges 
added. Let the purchaser offer the local 
merchant cash for his goods and he will, 
in Calgary at least, do quite as well and 
have the satisfaction of knowing that he 
is keeping some money in the country. 
But whatever else he may do, let him at 
least give the local merchant a chance 
to compete.

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fendants for 81,200. He died on the 3rd 
of December, 1897, from injuries received 
by a railway accident at Rennie, Mani- 
toba. The defendants refused to pay,

In the House of Commons last Satur- 
day Mr. E. F. Clarke referred to the 
strike upon the Grand Trunk and sug- 
gested Government interference for the 
protection and safety of the traveiling 
public. Hon. Mr. Blair, while expres- 
sing sympathy with the men, thought 
the duty did not devolve upon the Gov- 
ernment or department of interfering, 
and hoped the difficulty would be settled. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, who spoke in a sym- 
pathetic strain, was doubtful as to the 
prudence of Government interference at 
present, but intimated that if the strike 
continued and the opportunity offered, 
the Government would not be averse to 
assisting in bringing about asettlement of 
the difficulty. 


Last Saturday in the House of Com- 
mons Sir Henri Joly introduced a bili to 
amend the general inspection act. It is 
designed to remedy complaints that have 
arisen from the system of inspection of 
wheat. It was drafted by a committee 
representing the parties most interested 
in the west, but is not endorsed by the 
millers of Ontario. The bill, it is under- 
stood, will make final inspection at Win- 
nipeg and will in other regards be on the 
line of the representations made by the 
western delegation that visited Ottawa 


some time ago.

THE C.P.R. HOTEL. 


A Description of the Finest Build- 
ing of its Kind West of 
‘Montreal. 


The new C.P.R. hotel made its bow to 
the public a few days since when Mr. 
Smith, the proprietor, threw open the 
dvors and announced that he was ready 
for business. A full year has elapsed 
since the time the first sod was 
turned in the work of excavation, and the 
course of construction was closely watched 


by every citizen of Moose Jaw, as if they 
had a personal interest in the building. 
Since it has been completed it has been 
visited and inspected by scores of towns- 
people and strangers passing through, 
who could not do otherwise than pass 
complimentary remarks upon the build- 
ing, the equipment and general arrange- 
ments throughout. 

Knowing that the C.P.R. hotel and 
depot is the admiration and pride of 
every citizen in Moose Jaw, THE Times 
thought that its readers and their friends 
would be interested in a brief description 
of the interior of the building, and on 
Tuesday afternoon despatched a reporter 
to interview Mr. Smith. Mr. Smith very 
courteously showed “the paper man” 
through. 

The main building is divided in the 
centre by a sixteen-foot archway, on the 
east side of which is the hotel and on the 
west side the depot and divisional offices. 
The main door of the hotel opens from 
this archway into a spacious office, fitted 
up with a suitable counter, hotel register 
and such like. On the left hand side as 
you enter there is a small smoking room, 
alongside of which is the staircase. 

Mr. Smith next showed us into the 
dining room. Next to the kitchen, this 
is the most important room of any home 

-so the most of us think. At any rate 
the C.P.R. must have thought so, for we 
have been told by travellers who know, 
that a better dining room does not exist 
along the C.P.K. lines. The room is 42 
feet long and 32 feet wide, with an un- 
usually high ceiling, and is most _ele- 
gantly furnished. There are eight large 
tables capable of seating one hundred 
guests. The furniture is all solid oak, 
and the chairs are upholtered and covered 
with a patent leather. The walls are 
beautifully decorated with pictures of 
the English turf,and old country fish and 
several species of game. But perhaps 
the most interesting piece of furniture 
in this room is Mr. Smith’s “ Grand- 
father’s clock,” which stands in the 
north-east corner. It is not exactly 
known when the clock was made, but it

has been an heirloom of the family for 
at least three generations. When the 
old dining hall was destroyed by fire it 
a narrow escape. In the excite- 
ment which prevailed the casing, which 
was of mahogany, was all broken, but 
Mr. Smith could not part with it and has 
had a new case made, and the old clock 
still contiues to tick and keep as good 
time as any time piece of more modern 
make. The dining room is exceptionally 
well lighted, there being three large 
double windows on each side and two 
six-light acetylene gas chandeliers. The 
floor of the dining room is hardwood and 
oil painted, and a strip of Brussels 
carpet six feet wide runs down the centre 
of the room. 

A swinging door leads from the dining 
room into the carving room, which is 
furnished with one of the Gurney Found- 
ry Company’s large steam heated carving 
tables of recent design. From this room 
there is a back stairway. 

We next come to the kitchen, the di- 
mensions of which are 18x20 feet. The 
utensils in this department are strictly 
modern, among them being a Gurney 
4-10 double steel range, with boiler at- 
tached. ¢ 

Just beside the kitchen there is the 
stairway to the basement and a scullery 
12x20 feet, fitted up with hot and cold 
water sinks. 

In the east end of this flat there is a 
well furnished lunch counter 32 feet long 
and 18 feet wide, with a counter nearly 
the full length of the room. 

The second flat is reached by a wide, 
winding stairway from the office, at the 
top of which there is a large arched 
landing opening into the main corridor, 
which is 175 feet long. On this flat there 
are twenty-one bed rooms, each being 
about 12x14 feet in dimensions. There is 
also a commodious gentleman’s reading 
room, two ladies’ parlors, and an elegant- 
ly furnished private parlor, 12x22 feet, 
lighted by three large windows. This 
room is for Mr. Smith’s own use and is 
situated between the two turrets on the 
south side of the building. There are 
also on this flat two suites of rooms and 
two bath rooms, equipped with all 
modern conveniences, and a ladies’ and 
gentlemen’s toilet. 

A winding stairway leads from the 
landing to the third story in the tower, 
which is divided into three large and com- 
modious rooms. The one on the south 
side is the prettiest in the building. 

The second third flats are carpeted 
throughout with the celebrated Brussels 
carpet, there being a different pattern 
for each bedroom. The bedroom setts 
and furnishings are mostly of solid oak, 
but there are a few setts of red cherry, 
which are very unique. Taking it as a 
whole it is quite within the mark to say 
that it is the best furnished, most com- 
modious and comfortable hotel in the 
west. 

In the basement there are two large 
sample rooms 32x22 feet, the heating ap- 
paratus, closets and wash rooms, vege- 
table cellar, wine cellar, laundry, re- 
frigerator, and two large rain water 
tanks with a capacity of forty barrels 
each. 

Mr. A. Smith is looking after the man- 
agement of the hotel himself. Mr. Karl, 
late of the dining car department, is 
chef, and the dining room is being looked 
after by three Japanese waiters, graduates 
from the Methodist foreign mission school 
at Vancouver. 

The western half of the building is de- 
voted to the depot and divisional offices. 
There isa large general waiting room 
with the main entrance from the arch- 
way. <A short corridor leads to the 
ladies’ waiting room, which has also an 
entrance from the platform. This room 
is nearly as large as the general waitin 
room and is carpeted and furnished. 
The ticket agent’s office is between the 
two waiting rooms with wickets into 
each, and there is also a toilet off each 
room. The baggage roum is at the the 
west end of the building. Upstairs, over 
the baggage and ladies waiting room, are 
the divisional Superintendent's offices, 
the office of the Superintendent of the 
bridge and building department, and 
toilets for the employees. & 

The building has been put up solid 
and substantial. It is 200 feet long 
and 32 feet wide, and cost about 
$45,000. The foundation is built 
with Moose Jaw building stone, which 
is plentiful in the district. The 
walls are of Moose Jaw red_ brick, with 
four courses of Calgary sandstone, which 
is also used for the window sills. The 
exterior finishings are in keeping with 
those of the interior and the building 
presents a solid architectural appearance.

The building is well insured against 
fire, there being two large cisterns with a 
capacity of forty barrells each, in the, 
attic, which are kept filled by the C.P-R. ; 
pumping plant, and on the first and 
second floors there is sufficient hose to 
reach to any part of the flat. | 

The lighting is by acetylene gas, a 150 


ten plant, the largest in Western Can- 
ada, having been installed. So far the 
light has given entiae satisfaction. The 
heating is furnished by steam and the 
heat is distributed through the building 
by between sixty and seventy radiators. 

The question of how to dispose of the 
sewerage casued the company consider- 
able annoyance, as it could not be drained 
into the river. But Mr. Hysop, Superin- 
tendent of C.P.R. gardens, solved the 
problem by ntilizing it on the garden at 
the east end of the building. A large 
sewerage pipe leads frog the building to 
a cesspool at the higheSt point of the 
garden, where it is distributed by means 
of a windmill and pipes.

It is not yet 
known how far the strike extends, but 
it is said to be all over involving sev- 
eral thousand men The men ask $1.25 
per day, with $1.50 per day for outside 
foreman, and $1.75 for city foreman 

This evening it was known that the 
strike is general all along the wain 
line and branches. There are about 
thirty-five or forty sections between 
Toronto and Sarnia tunnel, and there 
are four men to each section, thus mak- 
ing about 159 to this stretch. Of these 
only one man between here and Port 
Huron continued at work this morning, 
while only three gangs between Toron- 
to and Stratford refrained trom obey- 
ing the orders of the strike. Trainmen 
coming in from Fort Erie saw but one 
man on the road west of Stratford. So 
the strike is generally observed on the 
brancn lines as well as on the main 
line. 

Montreal, May 23.—It is believed 
that if the trackmen’s requests are not 
recognized the drivers and engineers 
will be the next to join the strikers. 
Drivers will not want to ran any risk 
on a track on which they have to take 
chances. © 

Supt. McGuigan, informed a com- 
mittee representing the striking track- 
men that he was not at present in a 
position to accede to their requests. 
The railway, he said, was as present 
expending large sums of money in 
building and repairing bridges, improv- 
ing and extending the road bed, and in 
other permanent work, which added 
very largely to their ordinary expendi- 
tures, and made the question of an in- 
crease of salaries impossible to enter- 
tain. It would, Mr. McGuigan said, 
be some time before the company 
would feel justified in raising its scale 
of waes, but when that time came the 
representations of the trackmen would 
receive consideration. Mr. McGuigan 
showed the figures of revenue and ex- 
penditure to corroborate this statement, 
and saiid it would probalby be four 
years before the road would be in a po- 
sition to accord the advances asked for. 

After an interview with Mr. McGui- 
gan the committee ot trackmen waited 
on Mr. Hays, the general manager. 
-Mr. Hays promised to discuss their de- 
mands with Mr. McGuigan and let the 
committee know the result in a 
month's time. This did not satisfy the 
committee, the members of which felt 
as Mr. McGuigan had held out no more 
encouraging prospect than a_ possible 
increase in foar years from now, the 
discussion between himself and Mr. 
Hays would not be much more satisfac- 
tory. The result of the two interviews 
was communicated by the executive 
committee tothe trackmen all slong 
the line. and as aresulta strike was 
decided upon. The strike went into 
effect this morning and it is claimed 
by their representatives who ate in the 
city that the men wll remain out until 
the substance of their demands is 
granted by the company. 

Buffalo, May 23.—Iudications con- 
tinue to point to an early settlement of 
the dock trouble. Today all of the 
men employed inside the elevators who 
struck out of sympathy for the grain 
shovelicrs returned to work and more 
work was done in the elevators than on 
any day since the strike began. The 
freight handlers were advised to return 
to work at once by Bishop Quigley this 
afternoon and it is thought that the 
bishop's advice will be accepted. The 
grain shovellers have again opened ne- 
gotiations with Contractor Conners 
looking toa settlement of their griev- 
ances and the officers of the union say 
tonight that the prospects for an agree- 
ment are bright. Contractor W. J. 
Conners was arrested today by a United 
States marshal on a charge of import- 
ipy Canadian laborers. He was at 
once liberated on bail. 


CHILDREN MURDERED. 


A Woman Beats Her Stepchild to Death 
and Is Punished by a Neighbor. 

Seattle, Wash.. May 23.—Honololu 
advices say: A horrible crime occurr- 
ed at Waimea on May 2. The wife of 
a@ ranchman killed her little  step- 
daughter by brutally beating her with 
a stick. The crime was witnessed dy 
@ youngster who went to a nei,hbor’s 
and told the story. So enraged was 
the woman of the huuse on hearing of 
the crime that she rushed to the otber 
woman’s cabin, bent on punishing the 
stepmother. Ske did not attack the 
murderess but, dashing through the 
door, she caught up the woman’s own 
child, alJso a little girl, and threw the 
little one’s head first against a wall, 
breaking her neck. 

The two women soon came to realize 
the enormity of their crimes and bur- 
ied their children together. They 
swore the other child to secrecy, but it 
was told to the other neighbors and the 
women were arrested. 


Inquest at Rossland. 

Rossland, May 23.—The inquest over 
unfortunate victims of the War Eagle 
disaster was held yesterday. Rock 
Hull, the engineer in charge, testified 
that a loose nut caused the accident, 
causing the bolt on the lever to fall 
out, throwing him down. E. J. Bal- 
four, master mechanic at the mine, 
corroborated Hull and stated he exam- 
ined the nut in question at five o’clock 
the evening before the accident. Other 
witnesses were examined and Dr. 
Bowes adjourned the inguiry until to- 
morrow when the provincial inspector 
of mines will be present.

PEACE CONFERENCE. 


Mr. White, of the U.S. D.legation, Thinks 
Something Will Be Accomplished. 

The Hague, May 23.—The disarma- 

ment committee of the conference sits 
at ten o’clock on Tuesday. The com- 
mittee on laws of warfare meets during 
the afternoon of the same day, and the 
committee on arbitration meets Wed- 
nesday. The first session of each com- 
mittee will be devoted to the elections 
of officers. The chiefs of delegations 
have had frequent conferences with a 
view of arriving at an agreement in 
regard to the choice of officers of the 
comsittees. But apparently many 
difficulties have arisen, as nothing is 
finally settled. Many false and exag- 
gerated reports have been circulated 
regarding these hitches. - 
_ For instance, it has been said that 
Count Von Munster, the German am- 
bassador at Paris and the head of the 
German delegation, would withdraw 
from the conference. Such stories 
must be received with caution as the 
persons hostile to the aims of the con- 
ference have been busily engaged in 
spreading the distrust. The story about 
Count Yon Munster probably arose 
from the fact that his name does not 
appear as a member of any of the com- 
mittecs, while all the other chiefs of 
delegations have joined one or more 
committees. But it is pointed out, the 
delegates, although not members of the 
committee, are privileged to attend its 
sessions and pa-ticipate in its discus- 
sions. 

Mr. Andrew D. White, head of the 
American delegation, in an interview 
here with a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press, said he regarded the situ- 
ation as promising and that the first 
work of organization ~was ‘well done. 
He added: ‘*I am full of hope that it 
will be possible to reach practical con- 
clusions. The scepticism of the first 
few days must yield to serious hopes, 
without at the same time indulging in 
exaggerated expectations. The words 
of Emperor William have contributed 
to improve the situation. I think we 
may arrive at some result on the sub- 
ject of mediation and arbitration. Al- 
though it is undoubtedly impossible to 
make such action obligatory, it can be 
rendered at least optional ard I believe 
that after the conference the powers 
will recognize that they have at their 
disposal a means of regulating their 
differences otherwise than by war. 
That will bean immense advantage. 
I am also confident that important im- 
provements are achievable in the laws 
and usages of war, to humanize war, 
especially in extending to naval battles 
the Geneva convention of 1864 and in 
increasing the protection of private 
property in naval wars. Relative to 
the reduction of armaments I am not 
iu a position to speak on the subject.’’ 


License Withheld. 

Selkirk, May 23.—About thirty men 
were laid off a few days ago at the cold 
storage and fisheries unti! the fish com- 
bine are able to get a license to fish. 
At present there is some hitch, but 


they hope to get matters adjusted in a 
few days. Already the price of fish 
has increased. 


Ottawa, May 23.—It is understcod

except that of the Dominion Fish com- 
pany, which has been as yet withheld 
by the departmnet pending some en- 
quiry as to whether the company is en- 
titled tosame. It is reported to be 
pretty much an American company. 
For years there have been similar com- 
plaints, and it is likely that the whole 
matter will be cleared up before any- 
thing is aone. There is a strong local 
opiniou said to exist in Manitoba that 
any delay that may arise to fishing will 
be in the interests of the province as 
there is danger of the lake being de- 
pleted. ;

IN A ROCK CREVICE. 
A Bishop and Five Hong Kong Clergy- 
men in the Mountains, 

Banff, Alta.. Miy 26.—Bishop Moret 
and five French clergymen bound from

Built Like a Shark. 

A ship repairer who has a shop front- 
ing the river and near the Lake Street 
bridge has conceived something new in 
his methods for propelling boats. In his 
shop he bas a bcat nearly completed 
which resembles a man eating shark 
It is 18 feet in length, as narrow as i 
racing boat and designed to hold one 
person. The tail and fins, which are 
elastic plates, act precisely like those of 
a tish and are manipulated by internal 
mechanism 

The principal advantage claimed for 
the boat is the small amount of force 
required to propel it. for when the 
plates are moved and cend the action 
of the water on the convex part will 
produce a push forward. when they 
spring back by virtue of their elasticity 
and another push will result. thus to a 
large extent utilizing the movement od 
the waves.

But the Lawyer Lost His Client In 
the Move.

As 
soon as he made his appearance a dozen 
shouts went up: 

*Hang him! 
black scoundrel!"' 

The cry was taken up all over the court- 
room, while the attorney smiled to himself 
as he saw his little scheme succeed; but, 
to his horror, the cries redoubled in force, 
the crowd surged in an irresistible wave 
toward the prisoner, and before it could 
be prevented the negro was taken out 
and hanged to a convenient tree.
